Finding that in pith, substance and intent the Provincial 
Guaranteed Securities Interest Act 1937 was enacted by the 


Alberta legislature for but one purpose and dealt with 
but one matter the reduction of interest on government 
guaranteed bonds to SO ner cent of their guaranteed face

Justice A. F. Ewing, in a judgment handed down 
court Saturday, declared the legislation ultra 


vires of the provincial legislature because it purported to 
legislate exclusively on interest, a field reserved to the 
Federal parliament by section 91, sub-section 19 of the 
British North America Act 

This Act was passed to replace the Provincial Securities 
Act, 1936, declared ultra vires by Mr. Justice W. C. Lves and 
later repeAled. 

The vehicle for the court test was an action brought by 
the Independent Order of Foresters, Toronto, against the 


trustees of the Lethbridge Northern Irrigation district seek- 
ing to recover payment in full of interest due on $181,000 of 
District bonds held by the Foresters’ Order, and guaranteed 
by the provincial government.

known as the Home Farms Lim- 
ited, to which, in turn, certain as- 
sets of the deceased were trans- 
ferred. 

Subsequently, the majority of the 
shares in E. J. Meéilicke and Sons 
Limited were transferred to the 
Home Farms Limited, and then the 
shares of the Home Farms Limited 
were transferred equally to the 
seven children of the deceased. 


The deceased owned 4,447 shares 


in the Star Publishing Com: 
Limited, which published the 
Phoenix 


shares in the Leader Publishing 
Company Limited, publishing the 
Leader-Post in Regina. 

In 1927 these shares were trans- 
ferred to Home Farms Limited for 
1,050 shares in Home Farms Lim 
ited, plus $8,000 in cash. The said 
1,050 shares in Homé@ Farms Lim- 
ited, received in exchange for the 
newspaper shares were then 
divided between his seven children, 
by the deceased, equally. 

The Home Farms Limited then 
sold the newspaper shares to Sir 
Clifford Sifton’s Armadale Corpor- 
ation Limited, The total purchase 
price paid by the Armadale Cor- 
poration Limited for the newspaper 
shares was $2,230,232.56, and the 
proportion of this represented by 
the shares in these newspapers, 
transferred by the deceased to the 
Home Farms Limited, was the sum 
of $261,688.83. 

SEVEN SHAREHOLDERS 

The seven children of the de- 
ceased, being the seven sharehold- 
ers of the Home Farms Limited, 
then bought the monies due by Ar- 
madale Corporation to Home Farms 
Limited for $113,000, and, in this 
way. this sum of $113,000 went into 


the Home Farms Limited, and the | 


difference between this amount and 
the purchase price, or, $148,688.83, 
went direct to the seven children. 

The law of the province of Sas- 
katchewan requires beneficiaries of 
the estate of a deceased person to 
disclose properties received by 
them, as a result of the death, with- 
in six months from the date of 
death. 


DISCLOSURES WITHHELD 


During the six-month period no 
disclosure was made by the children 
of the deceased, and the govern- 
ment then made a demand upon the 
beneficiaries, to disclose the assets 
of the deceased. 

The beneficiaries apparently, act- 
ed on the advice of their counsel, 
who advised them that they were 
not liable for any succession duty, 
and they, accordingly, failed to file 
any material disclosing property 
taxable within the province of Sas- 
katchewan, and which 
receiving as a result of the death 
of the deceased 

When the deceased took up resi- 
dence in Vancouver, he removed a 
large portion of his estate to that 
province, and, naturally, dying 
domiciled there, the portion of the 
estate in Vancouver ceased to be 
taxable in Seskatchewan. 

The heirs of the estate, having 
failed to comply with the demands | 
of the government, the government 
then brought action against the 
seven children of the deceased for 
duty in respect of the Home Farms 
Limited shares, transferred by the 
deceased to his children, and in 
respect of .the difference in the 
purchase price of the newspaper 
shares, transferred direct to the 
children, and not through the Home 
Farms Limited. 

Action was also brought 
spect of a lot of smaller items. 


MAIN ITEMS DUTIABLE 


The court has now found in re- 
spect to the main items claimed, 
that the same are dutiable in the 
province of Saskatchewan, but has 
found, in respect to some of the 
smaller items, that they are not 
dutiable. 

The law of Saskatchewan pro- 
vides that certain penalties are to 
be impsoed, where an estate is not 
disclosed within a six-month period, 
and the action of the Crown like. 
wise sought judgment for these 
penalties, 

Under the Succession Duty act of 
1930 penalties were not provided 
for in respect of gifts, but in 1935 
the legislation was changed, and 
penalties were imposed. 

The court has found that, as the 
1935 legislation was passed after 
the death of the deceased, 


of the 1930 legislation, and, there- 
fore, they ere not recoverable. 

In the final result, therefore, 
judgment has been given for the 
province for the sum of, approxi- 
mately, $56,000. 

The action has been dismissed as 
against the Home Farms Limited 
without cosjs.

hand to advance, on the other hand to 
consolidate. 
When a party seems to have forgotten its 


ideals or lost vitality,the thing for earnest mem- 
bers of the party to do is not to get out of it 
and form a new group, but get actively into it, 
revive its traditions, emphasize its basic creed, 
and put new life into the organization. Forming 
roups in Canada never accomplished anything 
worth while that could not have been accom- 
plished with less expenditure of energy through 
efforts to re-animate the traditional party to 
which the groupists belonged. Usually it has 
done no more than to evelate a number of 

ambitious factic onists into the lime-light or onto 
the public pay-rolls” 


here can be no amalgamation of liberal and 
conservative ideals. Therefore there can be no 
merger of the organizations bearing these names 
t a compromise of principle on one side 
or both. A party to maintain self-respect and 
deserve popular support must stand for some- 
thing that is distinctive. A political merger can 
stand positively for nothing save a mutual desire 
of the merged organizations to get into power.

Current Comment 


JAPAN AS A MARKET 
The basic aim of the industrial life of Japan 
» build up her own industries and to manu- 
facture everything possible at home; hence she 
is an importer primarily of raw and semi-manu- 
factured products, writes Mr. C. M. Croft, Cana- 
dian Commercial Secretary at Tokyo, in the 
Commercial Intelligence Journal. The cost of 
manufacturing is relatively cheap, and with a 
high protective tariff it is difficult to find a 
market for fully manufactured articles in this 


is t 


country. Although Japan has a large popula- 
tion, the general purchasing power is low. The 
market is therefore one of price. Prospective 


exporters should keep this in mind and quote the 
lowest prices possible when trying to do business. 

The following list will give some indication 
of the class of goods shipped to this market from 
Canada, based on the Canadian returns for the 
fiscal yeat ending March, 1936: non-ferrous 
metals and their products, wood and wood 
products and paper, agricultural and vegetable 
products, except chemicals, and fibres and wood, 
all of which amounted to 63 per cent of the total 
exports from Canada to Japan. According to 
the Japanese returns for the calendar year 1936, 
the principal imports from Canada were lead, 
wheat, aluminum, newsprint, lumber, pulp and 
zinc. There are possibilities for other kinds of 
Canadian goods. 


GERMANY’S COLONIES 


Germany, which has already succeeded in 
destroying the effect of several of the clauses 
of the Treaty of Versailles, is trying hard to de- 
stroy another. She wants her forfeited colonies 
returned. She needs them, her propagandists 
say, as a source of raw mvaterials, as a market 
for her products, as an outlet for her surplus 
population. And, of course, the question of 
prestige must not be forgotten. It hurts the pride 
of Der Feuhrer that of all the rulers of great na- 
tions, he alone has no colonies in which to make 
his influence felt. 

The great argument is the argument of pre- 
stige. The others can be washed out. Germany 
can have all the raw materials she can pay for 
and no other nation can get more.

‘Your Health

Many people believe that inflammation is 
only a tearing-down process, but this is not 
strictly true, for inflammation includes both the 
processes of tearing-down and repair. You 
might compare it to a carpenter who is forced to 
tear down part of a house in order to remove de- 
cayed or weakened parts, but who then turns 
builder and tries to repair it. 

Broadly speaking, inflammation represents 
the sum total of the changes set up in the body 
in response to injury or irritation. The purpose 
of those changes is ever the same—to return the 
injured or irritated part to normal as soon as 


possible. In general, there are two types of in- 
flammation which are recognized: acute and 
chronic. 


According to the Encyclopaedia Brittanica, 

“Inflammation is essentially degenerative and 

- destructive, but of necessity brings regeneration 
and repair in its train.” The modern point of 
view is to regard inflammation and repair as 
identical processes, or twO parts of the same pro- 
cess. In other words, the start of an inflamma- 
tion predicts successful repair. 

Most people are somewhat afraid of the word 
inflammation, picturing it as something which 
is injurious; however, 1 believe that if they could 
just get this picture in their minds of inflamma- 
tion being the body’s answer to something which 
is irritating, and would think of inflammation as 
trying to remove that irritation, they would lose 
their fear of it. The aim of inflammation is to 
s0 correct, remove or destroy that which is irri- 
tating as to return the injured part to normal. 

The four classical symptoms of acute inflam- 
mation are: redness, heat, swelling and pain. The 
redness is the result of congestion of the capillar- 
ies with blood. It is well-known that practically 
all irritation will cause this rapid reddening of 
the skin, due to the increased inflow of blood. 
The second symptom of heat, is in turn due to 
the blood congestion. Those of you who have 


ever placed your fingers over an acutely inflam-" 


ed area will remember the feeling of heat in and 
about the part. Ordinarily, the surface skin is 
cooled by radiation but with the attraction of a 
greater blood supply, the blood itself brings an 
increased warmth which is readily felt. Inci- 
dentally, our word inflammation is based upon 
the heat reaction experienced, coming from th 
Latin meaning “to set on fire.” 
Part of the heat reaction is due to th 
lowing through an inflamed area at more 
aon rate than usual, and part of it is due to 
the increased quantity of blood 
Swelling is the third sign of inflammation and 
is due partly to the increased quantity of blood 
n the affected part and partly to the fact that 
increased pressure may bleck off the drainage 
sys The fourth sign of inflammation is pain 
sometimes due to the stimulation of the 
of sensation ,resulting from their being 
rritated, and sometimes due to pressure upon 
the nerve endings. 
inflammations fall into 
and are marked by pronounced symptoms, by 
the briefness of their duration and by a rapid 
rec vy. By chronic inflammation is meant a 
cert type of reaction which results from mild 
or continued irritation. Usually it does not mani- 
fest the four signs of acute inflammation I have 
mentioned: if such signs are present they c-e not 
ly to be as pronounced as in the acute, active 
ions. A chronic inflammation is mark-

Many patients who are 
habitually constipated also suffer from a tired 
feeling and it is quite likely that the removal of 
the constipation would bring a marked gain in 
well-being. See if you can find some friend 
who likes exercise. Probably, if you could get 
interested in sports or athletics, you would dis- 
cover that outdoor activity is just the tonic you

STUDENTS GET | 
“FREEDOM HERE | 
DEBATER SAYS 


Chester W. V. Wilmot, wal 
| versity of Melbourne, 
Arrives in City 


‘Canadian and American ani- 
versity students have a great deal 
more freedom than our Austra- 
lian students. They are not bound 
by prejudice as they are on our 
side o° the water,” stated Chester | 
W. Wilmot, 26-year-old world- | 
touring University of Melbourne | 
debater, whe reached Edmonton 
Monday morning. 

Arriving in America a month ago 
and spending his time at univer- 
sities along the Pacific coast, Mr. 
Wilmot has been impressed with 
the essential difference between the 
students of America and his native 
lend. | 


BETTER ENDOWED 


Students on this side of the water 
appear to be “better endowed” with 
the facilities for university educa- 
tion. They either have ample funds 
for the training, or the colleges as- 
sist in providing work to enable 

} students to complete their courses. 

| Many types of labor are performed 
| by American students while they 

bey studying, attending universities 
on a full-time basis at the same 
time. This is practically unknown 
in Australia, where students either 
attend on a full time basis or work 
end pursue their studies on a part 
time basis. Another feature of Am- 
erican colleges is their interest in 
the students after graduation, loc- 
ating work for many of their stu-, 
dents on completion of their 
courses, 


Another difference between stu- 
Gents o: Australia and America, 
is that Americans are “spoon 
fed” in classes, something frown- 
ed upon “down under.” On the | 
other hand, Canadian and Ameri- 
ean universities provide much 
more for their students out of 
class reoms, such as gymnasiums. 
athletics, study organizations and 
extra-curricular activities, 

Of all the students he has met, he 
lists the Canadians as the best dress- 
ed. American male students don't 
appear to take any care in their 
dress, as a matter of fact, they take 
a pride in wearing a pair of cor- 
duroy pants for their entire time at 
college. On the other hand Ameri- 
can co-eds dress “in * better 
than their sisters in Australia. 


ANOTHER DIFFERENCE 

There is another difference be- 
tween the Canadian and Australian | 
people thaf has been quite notice- 
able. Australians are fifty per cent 
American and fifty per cent British, 
while Canadians are two thirds Am- 
erican, the rest British. 

According to Mr. Wilmot, the 
Australians have no perticular 
fear of the far-east situation, feel- 
ing that Japan would have no 
gteat need of attacking Austrzlia | 
for territory or foreign trade. in 
the event of a war with Great | 
Britain, it might be provocated to 
attack the southern nation, buat 
unless that should occur, they are 
not greztly worried over the situ- 
ation. 

Mr. Wilmot had a taste of the nar- 
row fringes of the present Sino-Jap- 
anese conflict while on his way to 
America 
AIR RAID 


After leaving the Philippine Is- 
lands, he proceeded to Hong Kong, 
intending to go on to Shanghai 
However while at Hong Kong, the 
ship he wes travelling in was com- 
mandeered to take troops to Shang- 
hai, making the trip impossible 
While in Hong Kong. he and his 
partner, Alan Benjamin, went to 
Canton and were there during the 
first air raid. 

They had several round-table 
discussions with Japanese student 
and Mr. Wilmot found them re- 
markably frank and honest. “In 
talking of the North China incident, 
there was no beating about the 
bush, they frankly said that it was 
a war of economic imperialism, but 


policy had been forced upon them 
by the exclusive policies of other 
nations, and that anyway it was 
only what all the other European 
powers had done in the past. You 
ecuid sense, however, that thece 
points were raised as an excuse and 

% as ju:tifications, and that really 
the stude\ts are opposed to war,” 
Mr. Wilmot stated 


COLLECTIVE 
BARGAINING

pelling employers to recognize the 
right of employees to organize 

In the first meeting of province- 
wide labor organizations in 14 
years, 174 delegates representing 
all sections of British Columbis, 
adopted the bill at conclusion of 
the two-day conference called by 
the Victoria Trades and Labor 
Council. 
| _ The bill, delegates were told, was 
drawn up by the Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada and is in force 
in Manitoba and Nova Scotia and 
similar legislation is in effect in 
Alberta, Ontario and Quebec. 

A committee was named to pre- 
sent the draft plan to the British 
Columbia government next Tuesday 
with the request it be written into 
the provincial statutes. 


Under the proposed legislation 
employees would be permitted to 
organize into unions without inter- 
ference by emplovers and would 
permit collective bargeiring through 
such unions
